"Language and its spellings cannot be 
changed by decree in the English world; it 
is only through common usage that spell¬ 
ings are established." f* 

The society uses lectures, tours and 
other means at its disposal to attempt to 
influence common usage. 

Dr. Downing said the necessary flexibili¬ 
ty of the English language is at its best in 
Canada, where either British or American 
spellings are accepted.
